CHAPTER 13e.
APPROPRIATION TO FINISH THE CAPITAL.

AN ACT to make AY ropriations for Finishing the Capital and with
Reference to a Soldiers Monument.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of any
money in the State Treas not otherwise appropriated the
sum of seventeen thousand dollars for the purpose of putting
up the steps, pointing the walls, finishing under the steps,
and finishing the ontside of the capital building.

8Ec. ‘8. There is further appropriated the sum of five thous-
and dollars or g0 much thereof as may be necessary, to be
expended under the direction of the Exeoutive Council, in pre-
paring a site and foundation on the Capitol grounds for the
erection of a monument for the purpose of perpetusting an
expression, on the part of the people of the State of Iows, of
their aYpreoistion of the patriotism, courage and distinguished
soldierly bearing of their fellow citizens, as manifested during
the recent war of the rebellion. And the Governor of the State,
James Harlan, Samael J. Kirkwood, George G. Wright, Edward
Johnston and D. N. Richardson are hereby appointed a com-
mission with authority to advertise for, and examine plans for
such monument, and to report to the next General Assembly
upon the plans submitted.
